the Cauſe of Ruin to moſt of thoſe who have had recourſe to it, 
In the Church, Preferments and Benefices of all Kinds have been 


Eke reward of public Proſtititution, private Intereſt, or ſold for 


Money, without any regard to the Character or Qualification of 
the Incumbent. That to the diſgrace of the Country the Corpo- 
ration and Teſt Laws are continued, by which a Diſtinction is made 
between its Inhabitants; and in many inſtances the Life, Liberty, 
and Property of one Claſs of Men, are left to the diſcretion of ano - 

ther, That by the Corporation and Pariſh Laws, a poor Man ks 
conſidered as a Foreigner in his native Country, and liable to be 
removed, or treated as a Vagabond at the arbitrary Will of a Juſtice 


Community at large. That keeping up a large Standing Army, 


(by which the intereſts of the Soldier and the Citizen are ſeparated); 
is calculated to introduce a ſyſtem of Deſpotiſm inconſiſtent with 
a free Conſtitution, attended with an enormous Expence, and inimical 
to Morality. That the poor Maa is liable to be torn from his Family 
and Employmetit to ſerve in foreiga Wars without his conſent. That 
Wars may be undertaken withoyt the conſent, and again ſt the Will and 


Intereſts of the Nation; to gratify the avarice or ambition of a Miaiſtze 


and li Dependants, That the whole Power of the Nation is uſurped by 
the Landed Intereſt, to the prejudice of the Commercial and Manufactur- 
ing; in conſequence of which, the price of Provifions has adyanced, and

follow; and in the mean time, the Money wrung from the hard earnings

That from ſuch 
s ſyſtem of Corruption and Oppreſſion, Taxes and Proviſion have ad · 
vanced, and the honeſt Poor have been driven t0a8s of Outrage, at which 
beit Minds would revolt under happier Circumſtances, | 
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- Cth,- That it is the Opinion of this Society, that the Houſe of Com. 
mot in its preſent State, caquot afford permanent Relief in ch: focegoing 
- Caſes. That Relief is only to be expected from a Parliament in which 
the various Intereſts of the Community may be equally conſulted. Tnat 
reſtoring to the People their long loſt Right of © Univerſal Suffrage,” in 
the electing of Members to ſerve in Parliameat; by repreſenting all ths 
Men in the Nation, muſt repreſent all their Waats, and tnerefore a ford 
the beſt and only eſſectual means of redreſſing all their Wrongs, aul of 
Procuring all their Rights. But as Power, when it remains too long in 

the Poſſeffion of any ſet of Men, is like to be abuſed; it is only by recur» 
ring to that other wiſe Proviſion of our Anceſtors that it can be preveate 
ed, viz. © Annual Elections.
